Cur’ Kobe correspondent tolegraphed under 
date ¢tn August: —‘Che Messageries Mari- 
times steamship Tonkin caught fire yesterday 
in Kobo harbour. Ignition was due to some 
chlorate of potash in the cargo. The ship was 
beached at night. The forepart was destroyed, 
and the cabins av idships, (twenty feet of deck, 
aud the aft funnels were damaged. 

A Tongku despatch to the China Times 
dated the 21st July says:—The signs of the 
occupation of foreign troops are- gradually 
disa; pearing. Lately the German military 
have removed all the stores thaf they had on the 
gronnd in the ‘Tongku Reach and which they 
commandeered from the Railway Company, 
adjoining Messrs, Jardine, Matheson and Co.'s 
land. Then the fence and brick houses went, 
and now they ara removing the wharf.

THE « SUPAOP? PASE. 


(Daily Press, ath August.) 


The Press prosecutions in Shanghai have 
Agsumed-an importance séemingly out of all 
) At, atalre, and one 
which can be only comprehénded when we 
come to review the actual position of 
affairs in the Empire at large. For the 
last three years we bave |witnessed the 
curious phenomenon of alpretended govern- 
ment which, although supreme de jure, and 
able apparently to make jits commands 
obeyed in the Provinces, hag yet, when any 
subject of nore than usual importance has 
come on the tapis, had to submit with, 
however, bad grace to the ruling of the 
Provincials. It was thus that when in the 
year 1900 Peking declared a war of exter- 
mination against the foreigner, the Yangtsze 
Viceroys not only refused to obey, but 
actually for a considerable time themselves 
assumed the government of the Empire; 
and themselves made conventions with the 
foreign Powers, the object of which was in 
the first instance to preserve peace, though in 
the long run they hadj for their aim the 
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- conservation of the Empitea lan independent 


power, which had been |seriously com- 
promised by acts of the Gevernment at 
Peking. The chief spirit in this independent 
movement was the late! Liu Kuna-y1, the 


- high-minded Governor] at) Nanking, who 


came forward as the chatnpion of patriotism, 
and openly threw down the gage to the) 
corrupt Regency who had Iby force seized 
from the feeble hands of'the'young Emperor 
the reins of the state. Notwithstanding 
that Lru Kuno-yr wasfin open and avowed 
hostility to the usurping power of the 
Regency, his patriotism was proof against 


every temptation to establish an imperium 
in imperio, nor was he by the most bitter of 
his enemies accused Of any attempt at 
disaffection. He was; in (fact, content to” 


remain first subject of the throne, and no 


‘suspicion of infidelity; even through this 


trying period ever rested pon him. But 

although openly no’ charges, were, or 

could indeed be, made, |the react:onary 

party at Peking, including the usurping 

Regency, did not cease from day to day to 

hatch plots against the’ old Viceroy, which 

the well-known purity pf his life and | 
motives alone permitted him to stem. The | 
death of Lru, last winter, |came as a relief | 
to the reactionaries, whp felt the most ;

more by unblushing|bribery, did not fail 
to drive home her political objects. During 
his lifetime Lro had Iscen the advantage of 
having the Press on His gide, and more or 
less encouraged it in its independence. He | 
\was wise enough to jee that without the 

sympathy of the people pf China the task 
on which he had engaged) of saving Peking 
from. itself, could not| be pecomplished, and | 
anarchy or enlightenment seemed to him 
the only-alternatives.{ It] was to the credit 
ofthe Press that it dn its side was willing 
to,.aecept: the lead of the Viceroy, and as 
long‘as ke lived no complaint of the native 
papers, which considet ing the novelty of the 
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position of affairs arose; the reactionary 
party at Peking at once com-uenced a. 
war against the Press, and the Press! 
deprived of the guiding hand of the old | 
master descended to personalities, of which 
in his lifetime it had never been guilty. The 
principle complaint of the Press hal been | 
all through the unblushing manuer in which | 
the reactionary party, now alas ! returned to 
power, had aided and abetted Russia in | 
ver partitionment of Manchuria; this was 
an opportunity not to bs lost by the j 
Russian agents in Peking. It is not likely 
that the Court would of itself ave ventured 
to interfere with the practical liberty that 
had been tacitly accorded to the native 
Press within the Settlements, but a council- 
lor was at hand. Nowhere in the world is 
the Press so gaged and p2rsecuted as ip 
Russia—the recent expulsion of the Times 
correspondent in Russia is but an instanva 


of the hatred with which freedom of thought | 


is regarded in the Empire of the Tsars—and 
here Russian found « congenial method to 
advance her own ends by expressing her 
sympathy with Peking under the lashes of 
tha native Press, which had incautioasly 
expressed a little more of the truth than 
was agrecable to the pow-rs_ momentarily 
in the ascendaut in Peking. Such, there is 
litt'e doult is the nature of the pressure 
now being exerted to get into the hands of the 
Government the iadiscreet seven whose trial 
was interrupted last week in Shanghai. The 
curious partof the matter is that iu thedays of 
Liu Kuna-yr such expressions as have heen 
charged as rebellion by Peking would have 
been considered as only constituting a very 
micor offence, at the most calling for 
friendly reprimand; there ig no doubt that 
these are the opivions universally held by 
those best qualified to judge in China, and 
lave the sanction of the entire people. 
In such circumstances, and seeing that 
but the other day we ourselves were engaged 
with Liv in what, according to the views of 
Peking was an act of aggravated rebellion, 
we have every right aud title to enquire in 
how far the reactionary pirty at Pekiog is 
entitled to be looked upon as the Govern- 
ment of China. Certainly to hand over the 
prisoners ty the tender mercies of such a 
Curt, would be to invite a repetition of the 
events of three years ago, and to increase 
vastly the difficulties of the moment in the 
very peculiar position in which that Court 
stands towards Russia.

In connection with this it is indeed satis- 
factory {o vead in Reucea's telegram, 
ub! shed this morning, that Sir Bengst 
atow has been telegraphically instructed - 
that the Shanghai prisoners are not to be 
surrendered. It is clear that the Chinesa 
Government has over-reached itself. The 
campuign against the native journalists has 
been carried on with too great brutality, 
and the consequence is that some of the 
inten:led victims. are likely! to -escape 
punishment. We wrote recently, oxplain- 
ing how with the death of Liv Kuna-rt 
the reactionary party summoned up courage 
to commence war against the dative Press, 
to which the old Vicerov had always given 
no emall measure of encouragement. The 
campaign has become brisk. The arrests 
in Peking have very soon resulted in one 
execution; there is no doubt whatever what 
would have happened to the Supao “sedition- 
mongers,” had they been handed over, as 
the consular body at Shanghai apparently 
contemplated handing thom over, to the 
Chine-e Government. Fortunately this has 


-been averted. Now we do not say that the 


Supa» prisoners, or some of them at least, 
were not guilty of seditious language; the 
evidence given in the Mixed Court, Shang- 
hai, was sufficient to show that some very 
violent auti-dynastic articles ware published. 
But, of whatever offence the arrested men 


may have been guilty, it was clear that they _ 


would not, if surrendered to China, have 

obtained even the semblance of a fair trial. 

The Chiuese Government’s object was to get 

hold of them, because they were dangerous - 
reformers, an:l to execute them summarily. 
It has never been a British custom to hand 
over political prizoners to the vengeance of 
their governments, and it would have been 

a disaster had this been done at Shanghai. 
As we wrote the other day, to do so 
would be to invite a repetition of the events 
of 1900. And we must furthermore consider 

to what extent we should look on the 
reactiouaries at Peking us the lawful 
Government of China. We have encour- 

aged and sheltcred the reformers, Can we 
now, even if they abuse their privileges, 
join in betraying them to those who: are 
seeking their death? ‘Ibe British Govura- 
‘ment’s answer to this happily is a negative, 
and tho decision must be applauded by all. 
The Supao prisoners remain on the hands 
of Shanghai, and the provlem of their 
disposal remains difficult. ; Perhaps the 
best policy would be to exbort them 
to migrate elsewhither, for the sake of 
theirhealth. Beiog mostly men of education 
they should be able to prosper somewher»s 
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outside the domains of China.

But this is by no :méans the same as 
metering, for it does} not punish, as 
metering does, continual careless _ waste 
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believe this. If the authorities are very 
prompt in applying the intermittent system 
to the rider-mains when water ceases to be 
superabundant, no doubt a great saving will 
be effected. But there is the waste ali the 
rest of the year tu contend with, and it is not 
possible to disregard this. When once the 
rains have ended and the reservuirs have no 
means of again reaching their maximum, all 
waste is reprehensible. Certainly it should 
not .be punished only in the case of the 
metered housebolder and pardoned in the 
case of the prodigal native. Yet we do not 
gee ANY proposal to punish the latter except 
by putting him, with hig whole block, on 
the intermittent system when a water 
famine arises. 


A SANITARY EXPERIMENT. 


aera 
(Daily Press, 4th Auznst.) 

It was a very interesting ceremony on 
Monday afternoon when H KE. the Governor 
formally handed back to the cire of the 
Sanitary Board the block of tenement 
houses which some three months ago were 
given over to him in order that he might 
make the experiment whether he could get 
the Chinese to help themselves and assist 
in sanitary measures, It was evident from 
the words uttered on Monday that no little 
measure of success was attained, and. that 
the effect produced on the 7,700 tenement 
dwellers in Second and Third Streets was 
one which cannot fail to be heneficial, 
provided that it hecome daly published 
abroad. Sir Henry Brake spoke of the 
experiment as showing that the Chinese 
people are not apathetic and that they are 
ready to help when it is explained to them 
that their help is necessary in carrying out 
the ordinary work of sanitation for the 
people. It must of course be remembered 
that in the present experiment the Chinese 
were doubtless spurred on by the idea that 
they were working in co-operation with His 
Excellency and that the glamour of the 
Sanitary Board is not likely to be so great.

One of the enclosures among the “ papers 
relating to the investigation of malaria,” 
etc., which we noticed recentiy iu this 
column, is @ summary of the rosearohes 
of Drs. StepHEeNs and CuristopHeErs into 
native malsria and malarial prophylaxis. 
We quoted the other day what these 
experts said about the presence of malaria 
in native children. We wish here to draw 
attention to 2 paragraph in the summary 
following on that about tative children. 
The two doctors state thit the condition 
of extreme unhealthiness (for Europerns) 
found, par excellence, in West Africa ia 
not determined by climate, The reason is 
largely to be found in the conditions under 
which Europeans at present live in Africa. 
“Even on geseral yrounds it would be 
“well to avoid native huts and hovels. 
Oy Sd When, however, we realise that 
“these huts are veritable hotbeds of malaria, 
“it is evident that the very first sanitary 
“law for Europeans in Africa is to avoid 
“their neighbourhood, It} is, however, .a 
“striking, but most deplorable, - feature 
“that in Africa hardly evar do'we find an 
 uropean bungalow or dwelling-place built 
“ with this end in view.” A little later Drs. 
STEPHENS and CHRISTOPHERS say: “Aga 
“preliminary step to all other prophylatic 
‘measures, and ag one likely more than 
“any other to minimise Buropein malaria, 
‘‘we therefore advocate ‘S2gregation from 
“the Native.” 

Our object in quoting the above was not 
to compare the malaria. of Hongkong 
with that of the West coast of Afriox, but 
to show what are admitted to be some grave 
dangers arising from the tod close proximity 
of Europeans and natives. It is not only

WUCHOW’S TRADE IN 1902.

The report on the trade of Wuchow for 
1902 is written by Mr.!Acting-Consul H. 
H. Fox, who has made some changes from 
previous reports, giving .the values in 
Aaikwan taels, not in sterling, as well as! 
omitting the usual tables of imports and 
exports, showing quantities and. sterling 
values in the year ynder review aud the 
year preceding, and: giving comparative 
tables of imports and exports with 
quantities only, extending over the fire 
years the port has beén open to trade. 
‘The figures refer only to trade in foreign 
bottoms.

Cigarettes and cigars, condensed milk, 
coffee, biscuits, razors, scissors, soaps, 
scents, cnumelled teapots and basins, ete., 
are thus coming into general use. Mr. 
Fox gives some serviceable hints as_ to 
certain articles. ; 

The increase in exports is partly due to 
extension of the outward transit pass system 
and the consequent change from junk to the 
safer and faster steamer carriage. A great 
advance was made in the export of cattle. 
In 1901 523 head of cattle exported to 
Hongkong appeared for the first time in the 
Wuchow returns. In 1902 the figures 
increased to 7,442 head, valued at Hk.

The tea 
reports from Australia bear-similar mournful 
testimony. The first shipments of China 
tea to Melbourne this seasdn amountel to 
only 1,954 packagas. ‘' Ybirs ago,” says 
one of the teacircu'ars, “the first steamer 
“used to bring 50,000 to i300 packa gea, 
“but the demanl for China tea has given 
“place to that for [ndian and Ceyloa ters.” 
In Boyd's Commercial Guide it is remarked 
that the China tea statistics show plainly that 
unless active measures be immediately taken 
the one staple industry of Caina will ba cati- 
logued among the things of fe past.

His |txcellency the 
Goveriior Sir Henry A. Blake, G.C.M.G.

their bed-boards and furniture, and dach-houses 
in which to wash thems ‘Ives and enal.le them to 
keep -hemselves cloan. Boufore wa coud get 
the e biths put up or these tinks ereciad, I 
came dowo, and within thre days I fouad 
the whole of the farni(ure of this street pat on 
tha street, and thy, people themselves had 
already began to hel» to wash thair h us 
as well as they could. I have not ao inl 
account «of all the people who used ths 
haths during these three months, but 27,255 
people hate been noted as using these baths 
The district that the Kuifong have been look- 
ing after cons‘sts of 253 honses, with 614 floors, 
and with @ population of 7,701 people. Iam 
told by Ins.wector Gidley, who deseives the 
thanks of the public for the way in which he 
has worked for the last three months, that he 
and the Katfong had no difficulty in getting the 
people to ture out their houses, and to do what- 
ever they wure recommended by him to do in 
the way of disiafection and cleanliness. ‘Tv 
Mr. Fung Wa Chuo my thanks are also dus 
for the constant care that he has exarcisa:l 
in the supervision of tha bloek: and to show 
tho spirit in which -this experimont was 
taken up be various peopia, I may s3y 
that within a week of taking ‘over the 
slock Mr. Ho Kum Tong hand d to Tuspector 
Gidley $200 tv be distributed among the 
destitute peopla left by those who might be 
taken away by the plagne. he: landlords of 
the houses required fer the batts not alone had 
the houses at once evacuated and handed over 
to me. but they ove and all refused to taks any 
rent, for tlie houses for the two months, and 
.two landlords Yu Shan Tin and Wong Chun 
Shun, have refused to take any ren* at all for 
t eir houses up, to the present. No country 
could show a greater public spirit than this, for 
for it must be rentembered that these land- 
lords aro not rich men owning large properties, 
but are the Isndlords that live awong vou 
aud own these small tenements in the dis- 
trict. I thank them most heartily for the 
pub ic spirit which they have shown. Now, 
coming tu the incidence of plague during the 
last three months, one of tha principal duties 
of the Kaifong was to see that cases of illness 
were reported as soon as possible. I know that 
when one feels a little sick one very oflen says 
nothing about it. and that is not confined to the 
Chinesa people; but J have take taken a note of 
24 cuses reported by the Aaitfong, and I find 
that of those cases eight w: re! reported at once, 
s3ven Were reported after iol days illness, one 
after three days, two after five, tree afver six 
and one after seven, Nov, in'those cases where 
the longer time elapsed it was/found on enquiry 
that the person was first infected by j lagu, 
and in many of thoss cases I think that the 
people themselves did not |:now or did not 
realise that they were ill until the time came, 
but as soon as they did realisa|that they were ill 
they repurted to the Katfong.| I may say that 
in this dist-ict no body was dumped during 
that time, with one exception—and J believe 
the Aaifung could tell me something abont 
that if they I'ked, for it was not from this dis- 
trict. Now, all this show} to me that the 
Chinese people cf Hongkong ara prepared to 
help themealves and to halp the authorities if 
they are culled upon to do so. ! The AKaifong and 
the pe-pi: of the district [know with what 
kindness and care Dr. Atkiugpn and Dr. Pearse 
looked after those poor paop!a who were ill, aad 
they hava learned to know and to realise that 
both these gentlemen, who|are cherged with 
looking a'ter the public hoalth of the Colony, 
are their friends, and their best friends. I am 
now handing back tais district in which we have 
worked together for over three mvaths, and J 
ask the Kazfong, who hava worked so well with 
me, to continue to give their assistance to the 
officers of the Sanitary Board who will now be 
looking after the health of the district. Now, 
I will add only one or twol words of advice 
to my friends around me.| We know that 
when Sheung Fung Lane was empty in con- 
sequence of the numbér of cases of plague 
there, we collected a number of bugs and 
spiders and sent then to bolexamined. Hight 
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question was—How did they gat the plaguo? 
We found, when thes: bugs were examined by 
D-. Hunter, thit thay wore fall of| plagae 
When those two poor little i die at No, 
109 in this stres®, +3 fonnd in that honke some 
bugs, aad sent tnem for examination, wid thes> 
buza wero fonnd to ba infected wih pag 
Now you will understand the reason why it is 
necessary to keep your houses clean an 
vermin, becanse tho bite of these vermin may 
mean the death of a min; and you all kuow 
that since yor bezan to dip your bad-boirds in 
these tanks uf boiling water. you havd had a 
great deal more comfort than you had’ bafore. 
lwaat you to continus to keep your i clean 


as they are now. The plagno is over for this 
year, but the plague is not daad.. Next 
February the plague will begin «gain, and if the 
pugas fluds bugs ani iasects in the! houses 
with plagne in them, thea men will dieias they 
died. bafore. You have got your housos clean 
now, because the whole of them have been 
thoroughly washed, and-the furniture in them 
dipped in boiling water twice over. I will ask 
the President and the Vice-President; of the 
San tary Board, Dr. Atkinson a id Mr. Chatham, 
to leave those tanks, so that you will have an 
opportunity of “keeping yourselves and your 
houses clean. J hope you will coutinud to use 
them and to impress upon your neigabours ‘the 
necessity of cleanliness. I find thers are on on 
average 12 peopls liviag ou every floor in the 
houses in the whole of this district, and 
under the new law there is no room an each 
floor for more than six peopls. Tuis over- 
crowding may uot matter daring the summer 
months, when so many sleep in the streets, but 
when November comes and people sleep together 
in the houses, then they breed bid air, and they 
‘are uvhealthy, and when the p'aguo strikes 
them. in February or March, they have no 
strength to fight agaiust it. I want you to 
think over my words. They are spoken for 
your benefit. And now, having said so, I hand 
back this district to the sanitary authorities, 
and ouce more I ask you who have ben 
working so well with me to continus to give 
your assistance to the authorities in the future. 
I thank you most hear ily for the loyal and 
apl-ndid way in which you have worked for me, 


and I hops that the lesson tht has bean learned - 


from the experiment in this district may prove 
of immense benefit to the whole colony of 
Hongkong in the future, becanze it has ‘shown 
that the Chinese people are not apathetic, and 
that they are ready to help when it is explained 
to them that their help is necessary ia carrying 
out the ordinary work of sanitation for the 
prople, For myself, [ shall always look baSk 
upoo ths time spent with great satisfaction, 
because it has bronght me into cuntact with 
you working men of the Kaifong, and 
showo ma how much gooi stuff there 
is among the Chinese population {f we 
only look for it. To Mr. Lin Yi I now 
present a letter of thinks for tha good 
work done by the Kaifong and I shall also 
present a copy, signed,to each msmboer of the 
Kuifong. And now I-wish you gocd-bys. and 
I most heartily wish you prosperity aad ‘safety 
and health iu the future. {A pplause.) 

As His Excellency delivered his spsech it 
was interpreted by Mr. Fung Wa Chun for the 
benefit of the surrounding Chinese. 

Mr. Ho Kum Tonga, addressing His Excal- 
lency, thanked him for his presenca ther thit 
day and for the very greit interest he had 
always taken in the work -of stamping out 
plague in this Colony. His Excellendy had 
shown his sympathy with every class of the 
community, rich and poor alike. Another year 
of plague was drawing to a close, and for 
the present the work in connection with the 


Kaifong in Second and Third Streets had 
terminated. The thanks of Chinese and 
Europeavs alike should b> accorded to him for 
the wotiring energy which had marked His 
Excellency’s term of office in Hongkong ia 
fighting the dreadful disease, and enco ging . 
others ‘to help forward the work.| His 


Exeellency had referred to the small gift|which 
he (Mr. Ho Kum Tong) had presented; he 
considered it his duty to act.as he had dote, and 
in future he would be very pleased to do any 
such slight service in rendering the work more 
effective.

They had to |thank Mr. Fung Wa 
Chun, who had come down there very often, 
and Dr. Atkinson for |the . kind way. in 
which he had looked piter patients, aleo Dr.

The fowohs which are 
gresnish-yellow,are not very conspicuous as they 
differ only slightly in colour from the leaves. 
They are produced in great numbers and 
although their presence may be detected at great. 
dist inces by their scent they can be readily seen 
on'yat close quarters. The Ilang-Tlahg is largely 
cultivated in India and many other tropical 
countries. ()ne tree stands in the new garden 
just inside the central gate, Albany Road, and 
another at the top of the big steps at the 
north-east entrance in tha old garden. 

There are not many Madagascar planta in 
the gardens but there is one which |may well be 
grown by anyone who is fund of flowering 
shrubs. This is Cryptostegia Madagus-ari- 
ensis with purplé flowers which are/ borne very 
abundantly throughout the summer months. 
There are several plants dotted about on the 
lawns in tha old garden and at jthe present 
time they look well.

SIR ERNEST SATOW IN

The following is to text of Sir Ernest Satow's 
speech to the Bombay Millowners’; Association 
last mouth, as given in the Times af India’s re- 
ort. :-— . . : 
Mr. President and gentlemen,4The magoi- 
tude of the interests of Indian q.mmerce in 
China afford a complete justification of the wish 
you have expressed (o acquaint mie with your 
views as to the effect of the new Commercial 
Treaty on that trade, and of your desice to obtain 
such information as 1 may bein 4 position to 
communicate. I need hardly say’ that it has 
giv-n me very great pleasure to receive your in- 
vitation to meet you here to-day, as it affords 
me an opportunity of affirming the solidarity of 
British interests in all parts of the world, and 
of expressing my belief in the necessity of co- 
operation between H. M.'s subjects, no matter 
where their sphere of activity may lie, and 
servants of the State, no matter under what 
department they may be serving. With 
regard to the first question in wl ich you are 
interested, namely, whether Article VIII. of 
the new Trea y is likely to come into force on - 
Ist January next, I think I may safely aay that 
such an event is practically impossible, Of the 
numerous Powers that are entitled to most- 
favoured-nation treatment in China only two be- 
sides Great Britain have up to \the present 
commenced negotiations for the! revision of 
their commercial treaties. Those negotia- 
tions, after procecding for more than six 
‘months, have, I understand, |come to a 
standstill in consequence of the proposal made 
by the Chinese Government to remove them 
from Shanghaito Peking.

INVESTIGATION OF RINDERPEST 
IN CHINA. 


— - > . 
Duriog my stay in Shanghai, I had the 

pleasure of visiting the esttle-yards, a short 
distunce from the city, and became very much 
interested in the successive means employed for 
the prevention of “rinderpeat.”’ In the first 
place, the cattle-yards are divided up so that 
each drove of animals, in various stages of the 
inoculation, are separated and apart from the 
others, those which. have the severest form of 
the rinderpest, contracted by the immune 
procedure, are placed in a covered yard com- 
posed of numberless stalls and capable of 
containing as many as five hundred head com- 
fortably. This yard is called the “sick ward,” 
and particular pains are taken in the methods 
ased for the disinfection of it ; all the etraw and - 
other material, after contamination, is burnt, and 
a liberal usa of lime is made. Not only is all waste 
material destroyed by fire and other means of 
absolute disinfection, but scrupulous cleanliness 
is observed in all matters, whether pertaining to 
the care of the animals or to the appliances of. 
this so called “sick ward.” Those animals

This however did not aftorwirds have 
the eifact that the Fron :b considerod their claim - 
settled ; the French ropresentativs in Foochow 
still insists upon paymoat of this sum, and when 
hs mat with just and onergetic resistance from 
the Ch’nese seized the Arsenal. Bat it is known 
this Arssnal engages to-a great extent io all 
possible work within the provinos of shipbaild- 
ing which in other conntries is left to private 
eulerprise. The Chinese central government 
has lately arrived at tho only possible conclusion 
aud ordered that tha Arsenal bo treat d as ao
